(57)Abstract 

PURPOSE: To eliminate the need for the operation inputting recording sheet 
number for each occasion at the reception of picture by registering each sender 
identification information and required recording sheet number in advance and 
outputting the received picture by a designated sheet number when a call comes 

Ti a registered opposite party. 
^INSTITUTION: Sender identification information, RTKRemote Terminal 
Identification) information and a required recording sheet number received in 
terms of TSI and NSS signals in advance are set and when the registered 
information is received from an opposite party at the arrival of a call, the received 
picture is printed out by a relevant sheet number. Thus, when the user distributes 
the received document from the sender to specific departments, a trouble 
operation of entering the recording sheet number for each occasion of picture 
reception is not required.

In the meantime, there may be a case, for example, 
where documents received from one opposite party are to be 
distributed to respective particular departments at any 
time. In the present embodiment, in such a case, a user 
has previously registered through a predetermined register 
operation, as shown in Fig. 2, not only sender 
identification information received in form of the TSI 
signal or RTI information received in form of the NSS 
signal from such a respective sender, but also the number 
of to-be-recorded sets of received images in accordance 
with each set of the information. The registered 
information is stored and thus recorded in the system 
memory 10. 

Next, a receiving operation of this facsimile 
apparatus will be described. 

In the facsimile apparatus, as shown in Fig. 3, 
incoming calls are constantly monitored (loop N of process 
101) and when an arrival of a call is detected (Y of 
process 101) , a response is made to initiate a 
predetermined transmission control procedure (process 102) . 

At this time, TSI signals are sent from the opposite 
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party. Moreover, in a case where a sender apP^^^^^^

The facsimile apparatus reads out the sender 
identification information sent in form of the TSI signal 
and furthermore, in a case where the NSS si*?^^-*-^ have been 
sent, the facsimile apparatus reads out the ^^'^-^ 
information notified in form of the signal (process 103) . 
Subsequently, it is determined where each o£ read out 

sender identification information and RTI irxf o^^^^^*^^ 
been registered in the system memory 10 (pr<^^^^^ 104) 
Here, in a case where the currently receive sender 
identification information and RTI inf ormat i-*^^ have not 
been registered (N of process 104) , image iinformation 
being subsequently sent is received while a plotter 
section 4 outputs the image information for record 
(process 105) . When the reception is termiiT^^^^^' ^ 
predetermined ending procedure is carried o '•-^^ (process 
106) so that the communication is brought t ^ 

On the other hand, the received sende ^ 
identification information and RTI informal have been 

registered (Y of process 104), the image iri. formation being 
sent is stored once in the SAF memory 5 (prrocess 107) . 
And then, when the reception is terminated, '^^^ 
predetermined ending procedure is carried a:^'^^ (process 
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108) . Next, the image information stored in the SAF 
memory 5 is read out to be partially outputted for record 
by the process plotter section 4 (process 109) . 

Subsequently, the number of sets registered in the 
system memory 10 in accordance with the above-mentioned 
sender identification information and RTI information is 
read out to check whether the number of sets have been 
recorded (process 110) . Here, in a case where the number 
of sets have not been recorded (N of process 110), the 
image recording is repeated (back to process 109) . 

And then, when the registered number of sets are 
recorded (Y of process 110) , the operation described so 
far comes to an end. 

As described above, in the present embodiment, the 
sender identification information and RTI information 
received in form of the TSI signal and NSS signal, and the 
number of sets necessary to be recorded have been 
previously set and in a case of receiving the registered 
information at the arrival of a call, the corresponding 
number of sets of the received images are arranged to be 
outputted for record. 

This eliminates the need of a troublesome operation 
by the user, of inputting the number of to-be-recorded 
sets at every time of image reception in a case where 
documents received from one opposite party are to be 
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distributed to respective particular departments at any 
time.
